under water, and as the struggle.'iri- 
tenslfled between the competing -indi- 
viduals the most expert* at this sort of 
swimming would get the most, food 
and oust leas successful rivals.: The 
winners gained advantage .over. ptbetr: 
neighbors' in proportion as their wings 
improved as swimming organs and in- 
versely and of necessity became .less 
suited to perform the work of flight.
